New O rleans, A pril 1 7 — At th e Louis­ 
iana state election today a lull stat*' 
ticket will be elected as well as a full 
legislature, (w hich w ill 
choose 
tw o 
U nited state senators to succeed Senators 
C allery an d Mc En ary ,) parochial aud 
county oRicers in all parishes of th* state 
•avo N ew O rleans, district judges and 
district attorney* sam to New' Orleans, 
anil ju stice of th e peace an d local and 
w ard ofboMra, and m unicipal officers In 
most. tow ns hut New O rleans.
